The app is not a universal fare card, but 
will be accepted by Ventra readers at CTA rail 
turnstiles, onboard CTA and Pace buses and 
by employees checking fares on Metra trains. 

The app will be rolled out in four phases, 
starting in the spring. The CTA and Metra 
said they will begin testing the app with a 
small group of riders in February and hope to 
have the app available to the rest of the public 
in May. 

Here are answers to some questions riders 
may have about the app. 

Do I need the app? 

Technically, no. But if you are a Metra or CTA 
rider, the app may make life easier. 

Metra riders will be able to use the app to 
buy mobile tickets they can show Metra em- 
ployees on board to prove they paid their fare. 

For CTA riders, the app initially will help 
riders manage their accounts from their 


phones, instead of at rail stations, retailers or 
from their home computers. Ventra already 
has a mobile site, which some riders have re- 
ported is difficult to use. 

In the initial phase, the app will allow CTA 
riders to load value and passes, see their bal- 
ance and get notifications when their unlim- 
ited pass is expiring. Starting in 2016, riders 
will be able to easily tap their smartphones on 
Ventra readers to pay for fares instead of using 
the complicated phone payment system now. 

How can I get the app? 

After testing is complete, the app will be of- 
fered to the public in May, the CTA said. The 
app will be available for free download to An- 
droid and iPhone users at first. Eventually 
other smartphone users will be able to down- 
load the app. 

The CTA said its most recent customer 
service survey showed that 78 percent of its 
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Registration of Ventra hard 
cards has not been popular with 
riders despite the incentive to 
get the $5 they spent to get the 
hard card back as transit credit. 

About 43 percent of riders have 
registered their Ventra cards, a* 
of this spring. 

Will this app work? 

After a disastrous rollout of 
Ventra last year, Mike Gwinri p 
CTA director of revenue and 
fare systems, promised Wednes - 
day the CTA will “test, test., 
test” the new app.

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Emanuel puts off pension issue 


In presenting budget, 
mayor says delay is part 
of negotiating strategy

Mayor Emanuel on Wednesday unveiled an 
election-year budget that he declared will 
tackle the city’s financial problems “head on” 
by “not deferring them, not delaying them.” 

Shortly after the mayor finished his 
speech to the City Council, critics and 
neutral observers alike were quick to note 
that Emanuel’s spending plan does not ad- 
dress City Hall’s biggest money challenge: a 
$550 million increase in fire and police pen- 
sion payments the mayor previously de- 
scribed as Chicago’s day of reckoning. 

“Why should we sit here and wait for an- 
other year for this mayor to get something 
done?” said Aid. Scott Waguespack (32nd), a 
frequent Emanuel critic. “Kicking those is- 
sues down the road for another year is not 
helping the citizens of this city” 

Under state law, the city will have to dra- 
matically boost its police and fire pension 
payments in 2016. Rather than reflect that 
increase in the 2015 budget property tax levy 
Emanuel ignored decades of precedent and 
put off a decision on whether to raise city 
property taxes until late next year. He hopes 
the General Assembly restructures the pen- 
sion funds before the deadline arrives. 

“It begs the question: ‘What happens if we 
don’t get pension reform for police and fire, 
where will they {come} up with the {$550} 
million?”’ said Laurence Msall, president of 
the non-partisan Civic Federation budget 
watchdog group, who otherwise called the 
budget reasonable. “That is the ticking time 
bomb of the city’s finances.” 

Putting off a decision on how to find the 
pension money also delays a potentially mas- 
sive tax increase until after the Feb. 24 city 
elections, when the mayor and all 50 alder- 



manic seats are on the ballot. 

Later, Emanuel gave an impassioned de- 
fense of his approach before the Chicago 
Tribune editorial board, saying the delay was 
not about the election. 

Even without addressing the police and 
fire pension issue, the mayor’s new $7.3 bil- 
lion budget proposal calls for more than 
$61 million in new tax collections, in several 
cases by closing what the mayor’s budget 
staff has called loopholes in existing law 
One of the most broad-based tax in- 
creases is a 2-percentage-point boost in the 
parking taxes at city garages, a measure that 
would raise about $10 million that Emanuel 
said is targeted to increasing pothole repairs. 

The mayor also proposes eliminating an 
exemption in the cable TV amusement tax, 
a step that could boost a tax typically passed

on to consumers by $12 million. 

In addition, businesses and individuals 
who lease office equipment and vehicles 
would see a i-percentage-point increase in 
the personal property tax on those trans- 
actions, bringing the tax rate to 9 percent. 
That would pump about $17 million into 
city coffers. 

The mayor also would start applying that 
tax to hourly car rental services, like Zipcar, 
to raise about $1 million more.

Of the five homicides in Chicago in the 
past week, two killings occurred in West 
Garfield Park on the West Side, a RedEye 
analysis of preliminary police data found. 

On Saturday, a 22-year-old man was shot 
to death in the 4400 block of West Madi- 
son Street, police said. Three days earlier, 
a 52-year-old man was fatally shot in the 
700 block of South Springfield Avenue. 

West Garfield Park, which counted 
18,000 residents in the 2010 Census, has 
logged 18 homicides this year, the third 
highest homicide toll of Chicago’s 77 com- 
munity areas. The community area record- 
ed 16 homicides last year, up from 13 killings 
in 2012, a RedEye analysis found. 

Citywide, gunshot homicides were 
logged in the past week in Auburn Gresh- 
am and Belmont Cragin, police said. Mean- 
while, a 23-year-old man was stabbed to 
death Oct. 9 in Hyde Park. 

Thirteen homicides have been logged so 
far this month. Thirty-two homicides were 
recorded in October 2013, RedEye found.

Fertility experts: Egg 
freezing not a guarantee

Facebook and Apple drew plenty of attention 
after a recent announcement that the compa- 
nies will pay for female employees to freeze 
their eggs. 

But fertility experts warn that— while egg 
freezing can be a useful backup plan— it is a 
relatively new technology that doesn’t ensure 
success. 

Dr. Ralph Kazer, a professor of obstetrics and 
gynecology at Northwestern’s Feinberg School 
of Medicine, said he had mixed feelings when 
he first heard the Facebook and Apple news. 

“In the first place, this is a new technology 
it’s an expensive technology and it’s not a par- 
ticularly efficient technology” he said. “It’s im- 
portant that women know it’s not a guarantee.” 

Egg freezing involves harvesting egg cells 
and storing them for future implantation. It 
originally was recommended to preserve the 
fertility of women diagnosed with certain 
forms of cancer, and until fairly recently was 
considered an experimental procedure. 

Dr. Michael Alper, medical director at Bos- 
ton IVF and associate professor at Harvard 
Medical School, said he was “thrilled” about 
the Facebook and Apple news. 

“Women now have a choice of relieving 
some of the pressure associated with watch- 
ing the biological clock,” he said. “I think it’s 
empowering for women; I think it levels the 
playing field a little bit.” 

Alper said success rates vary depending on 


the age of the woman and the age of the eggs 
she is using. 

If a woman is younger than 35, her likeli- 
hood of conceiving with frozen eggs is proba- 
bly better, but there is still what Kazer termed 
a “Las Vegas” quality— playing the odds. 

“There’s still a significant chance that 
they’re not going to hit the target,” he said. 

“{Egg freezing] is rarely a guarantee of suc- 
cess, and for women in their mid-30s, even if 
they bank 10 eggs, they’re only going to have 
a 50-50 chance of making a baby,” Kazer con- 
tinued. “My concern in recent years has been 
that because this kind of medical activity is 
lucrative, it’s often promoted as being better 
at making babies than it really is.” 

Egg freezing is so new that most women 
who have done it have not yet attempted 
to get pregnant via their banked eggs, said 
Dr. Jennifer Eaton, medical director of assist- 
ed reproductive technologies at Duke Fertil- 
ity Center in North Carolina. 

“Of course we support any corporation 
which is doing its best to promote the health of 
its female employees, be that reproductive or 
otherwise,” Eaton said. “I would counsel these 
women, however, that it’s important for them 
to understand that this is definitely not an in- 
surance policy It doesn’t guarantee the birth of 
a baby down the line, and so the best thing they 
can do is to start their family as early as makes 
sense for them within their social situation.”

California Blue Line station 
to reopen Thursday morning

For the past six weeks, Joe Siebelts has taken 
a daily walking tour of Logan Square— thanks 
to the closure of the California Blue Line sta- 
tion for repairs. 

Siebelts, 27, previously bused to the Califor- 
nia stop in Logan Square to hop on the Blue 
Line to Rosemont for work. 

After the CTA shuttered the station in ear- 
ly September for platform and stationhouse 
repairs, Siebelts took the bus to the Division 
or Logan Square Blue Line stops to grab the 
Blue Line. In the evenings, he walked home 
from these stations. 

He said he hasn’t minded rerouting his 
commute, though he is happy to have his sta- 
tion back. 

“I have been taking advantage of the great 
fall weather in the evenings and just walking 
home,” said Siebelts, who lives in Lincoln 
Park. “That said, I am very excited for the 
California stop to reopen. It is still the most 
convenient and efficient for making a transfer 
on my long commute— especially important 
as the weather is getting colder.” 

The California station is scheduled to re- 
open to riders at 1 a.m. Thursday. During con- 
struction, Blue Line trains bypassed the sta- 
tion, which typically sees about 5,000 entries 
on an average weekday 

When riders return to the California stop 
Thursday they can expect to see new LED 
lighting on platforms, restored historic wood- 
work and new bike racks, among other im- 
provements. 

Blue Line riders shouldn’t get too excited, 
though. The Damen Blue Line stop in Wicker 
Park closes Monday at 1 a.m., until Dec. 22 for 
similar repairs. Neither station, which both 
opened in 1895, is getting an escalator or an 
elevator to become accessible for riders with 
disabilities. 


CTA SEEKS NEW BIDS 

The CTA on Thursday will make a second 
attempt to stir up interest among rail car 
manufacturers to submit bids on a next- 
generation train for Chicago-area rapid- 
transit riders, according to transit officials. 
Manufacturers from around the world are in- 
vited to submit proposals for up to 846 new 
cars, to be called the 7000 Series, the CTA 
said. A previous offering last year garnered 
only two bids, both higher than CTA internal 
cost projections, officials said, tribune 


Chris Bushell, CTA chief infrastructure of- 
ficer, said the purpose of the work was to “sta- 
bilize” or extend the life of the stations. 

The station improvements are part of the 
CTA’s $492 million upgrade to the O’Hare 
branch of the Blue Line and subway. This year, 
the CTA has worked to remove slow zones on 
the branch to speed commutes by 10 minutes. 

For the shutdown of the Damen stop, 
which typically sees about 7,000 weekday 
entries, the CTA is providing additional 
No. 56 -Milwaukee and No. 70 -Division bus 
service. There will not be shuttles buses to 
take riders to other Blue Line stations. 

There will be street closures tied to the 
project. North and Damen avenues by the 
station will be closed overnight for car traf- 
fic until Dec. 22. The closures will occur from 
9 p.m. to 5 a.m. Sunday through Thursday and 
9 p.m. to 7 a.m. Friday and Saturday 

Buses will be rerouted in those areas. 

Laurent Lebec, a manager of Big Star ta- 
queria, across the street from the Damen 
stop, is optimistic the station closure won’t 
impact business too much. 

“I think {customers} will make their way 
here with other forms of transportation,”

Like it or not, hockey enforcers 
may be bound for the scrap heap

Like a lot of hockey fans, Daniel Carcillo 
owned tapes of hockey fights when he 
was a kid. 

“I’d fake headaches just to stay 
home to line up my rock ’em, 
sock ’em {videos} and just watch 
’em,” said Carcillo, who’s again 
filling the Blackhawks’ enforcer 
role. “I always liked the guys that 
could get the crowd going and play, but also 
they knew when to fight.” 

He paused for a moment, likely thinking of 
the way NHL “tough guys” like him steadily 
are being phased out. 

“I don’t care who you are or what you say 
there is a place for it to pick up a team, you 
know?” said Carcillo, who signed a bottom- 
dollar contract this year that’s reportedly 
worth $550,000. “There’s a place and a time in 
a game, but ultimately it’s the league’s decision 
whether they’re going to take it out or not.” 

For now, fighting is alive in hockey even if its 
pulse becomes less detectable with each pass- 
ing season. 

“I mean, I pretty much didn’t have a job until 
a couple of days {before the season},” Carcillo 
said. ‘And there’s a lot of guys like that still out 
there who play my style of game. I like to think 
that I can play instead of just being that one- 
dimensional fighter, but that one-dimensional 
role is definitely extinct and you can definitely 
see it.” 

Carcillo displayed his skill in the Hawks’ 
home opener. He had one of his best games 
as an NHL player in terms of puck posses- 
sion and wound up scoring a goal. During his 
previous stint with the Hawks, he even made

the cover of Sports Illustrated, after scoring 
the goal that clinched the team’s record points 
streak of 24 games to start the 2012-13 season. 

Still, Carcillo’s best known for his willing- 
ness to fight and deliver punishing hits. Some 
of those hits got him suspended, though, so 
he’s a “repeat offender” whenever the NHL 
serves him a punishment. 

From his perspective, some of it is an unin- 
tended consequence of diminishing the fight- 
ing aspect of enforcers. He points to stars like 
Jonathan Toews and Patrick Kane becoming 
targets of the league’s most renowned hitters 
and says there’s little recourse anymore. 

“I think if they take {fighting} out, there’s 
going to be certain guys that will take advan- 
tage of it,” Carcillo said. “There’s already guys 
taking advantage of it, because you can’t do 
anything. 'You’ve just kind of got to swallow it. 
And then what happens is, I have to go out and 
do something to somebody else, or a guy that 
plays my role has to take a run at someone else. 
That’s where you start seeing some of these 
bad hits. So it’s a bit of a Catch-22.” 

Blackhawks coach Joel Quenneville and 
Carcillo’s teammates agree to an extent. All 
interviewed for this story said the days of the 
one-dimensional fighter are nearly done, but 
none said fighting should be outlawed. 

“I think you need to have team toughness, 
that’s the first and foremost thing,” defense- 
man Duncan Keith said. “That’s a debate that’s

BEST BEHAVIOR? 

As you might expect, hockey players tone 
down the violence during the playoffs.

kind of been around here for awhile now and it 
seems like the trend is going away from having 
a guy who’s just a fighter. I think all the teams 
are wanting to have guys that can play and you 
can trust, so they can roll four lines and they’re 
not {just} using up a spot.” 

Quenneville seems to like having that physi- 
cal presence on his roster, but even he’s had 
to make adjustments as the one-dimensional 
“heavyweights” become dinosaurs. 

“I would say the energy-type guys, that role 
type of guy, you’ve got to be comfortable with 
him on the ice,” he said. “I think you need en- 
ergy players. How you describe them, how ag- 
gressive they are, how tough they are, how big 
they are, how much can you trust them or play 


them in a regular shift. ... It’s evolved each and 
every year for the last 20 years, where the im- 
portance of having that one-dimensional tough 
guy is eroding. I still think that certain teams 
{have} more toughness than other teams, but 
you’ve still got to be comfortable with guys out 
there playing normal, ordinary minutes.” 

That wasn’t always the case. Back when 
fighting was more pronounced in hockey 
there were games when scraps took top billing 
over the game itself. Since then, quite a bit has 
changed. 

For starters, there’s a mountain of informa- 
tion now about brain injuries in sports, which 
dovetails with the fact that several former en- 
forcers died premature deaths after their ca- 
reers ended— some showing signs of chronic 
traumatic encephalopathy or CTE. 

Still, Carcillo said it feels like there’s a dou- 
ble standard with all the concern about fight- 
ing in hockey 

“It’s just funny to me, in the day and age of 
UFC, it’s just ... it’s weird,” he said. “I grew up 
watching old-school hockey I like to think I 
play a bit of an old-school game, and there’s 
definitely a change in mindset. Everyone’s al- 
ways talking about {fighting} now It’s funny to 
see old guys who did it bash it now; you know? 
That’s a little disheartening, but it is what it is. 
Everyone’s health conscious nowadays.” 

Again, a pause. 

“I just think it’s the way the league’s going,” 
he said. “They just want to see good, clean, fast 
hockey But, I mean, there’s always got to be 
room for guys to make other guys feel com- 
fortable and be able to do their thing— but you 
need to be able to play”

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William H. Macy takes 
the reins with ‘Rudderless,’ 
his behind-camera debut

To my surprise, before a May interview with 
William H. Macy about his big-screen directo- 
rial debut “Rudderless,” I was told the veteran 
actor and newbie filmmaker wouldn’t be able 
to talk much about the film’s plot. The movie, 
which I saw at the 2014 Sundance Film Festival, 
contains subject matter pertaining to tragic re- 
al-life events, and Macy wasn’t yet sure how the 
studio wanted to handle talking about them. 

It can be said that the film, opening Friday, 
stars Billy Crudup as a man who starts a band 
following a terrible experience in his life. In 
RedEye’s Tribune Tower offices, Macy 64, dis- 
cussed everything from the “Shameless” cast 
partying in Chicago to challenging actors to go 
deeper to separating art from artist. It’s a long 
interview that can be found online; here, some 
select quotes.

and telling a joke, at redeyechicago.com/macy. 

The craziness of filming in Chicago: “The first 
time {the ‘Shameless’ cast} came to Chicago, 
oh Lord, we had to get a police escort for some 
of those young folks. I remember I went into 
the makeup trailer after the second night we 
were here and they were all just ferociously 
hung over. And all of them somehow had lost 
their cellphones. Seven of ’em. I said, ‘Where?’ 
They said, ‘In the fountain.’ Nobody could tell 
us where the fountain was or why they were in 
the fountain.” 

On his role as a director: “I did find as a direc- 
tor that sometimes you have to push people 
to do things that are uncomfortable for them. 
You have to empower them. You have to con- 
vince them that their discomfort is more than 
natural— it’s good. It’s a great thing. You’re 
supposed to be uncomfortable; that’s why they 
call it drama. And every once in a while I felt 
myself wanting to push people to go a little bit 
father, a little bit deeper.” 

The role of actors and directors: “I feel it’s 
disingenuous for an actor to say, ‘Sure, I’ll do 
your movie’ and then show up on the set and 
want the director or the writer to rewrite the 
whole thing. I feel like saying, ‘Wait, did you 


read this? Tou said you would do it; now why 
are you doing this?’ Secondly and this is sort of 
a truism, the last person you should listen to as 
a writer or a director is the actor. Because it’s 
the actor’s job to fall in love with this character 
and to do that character’s bidding.” 

On the exhausting creative process: “I fin- 
ished perhaps the second day of prep— this is 
three weeks out; I didn’t have much prep— and 
I got home and I thought, ‘Oh my God, my 
age is going to be a player here. I can’t do this!’ 
After two days I couldn’t say my own name. 
The questions come at you a thousand per 
minute. They’re all life-and-death questions. 
And that kind of creative thinking is just 
exhausting for me to think of all the variables 
to come up with the correct answer. Some of 
them are just so mundane, and yet you get in 
the cutting room three months later and you 
think, ‘WTy did I choose the blue one? 

Why did I choose the blue one? She’s in 
front of a blue wall, why did I choose 
the blue sweater in front of a blue 
wall? I wasn’t thinking!’ ” 

On separating artists’ 
work from who they are 
as people, a relevant idea 
in “Rudderless”: “On one 

hand I feel like celebrities 
have a right to their own 
privacy to some degree, of 
some degree of privacy and 
politicians too. I wish espe- 
cially with the politicians that 
more of them would say ‘That’s 
none of your business. I won’t answer the 
question. That’s the end of it.’ Because they 
have a right to privacy Not the same amount 
of privacy that perhaps a private citizen would 
by the nature of the jobs they hold. I feel this 
for a couple of reasons, and not the least of 
which is if you’re going to get good politi- 
cians you can’t expose their entire lives to the 
public. Otherwise we’ll get bland people. They 
deserve that. On the other hand what else have 
you got, especially for an artist? I don’t know 
about a politician, probably so, but for an artist 
what else do you have to sell except your own 
life, your own experiences, your own take on 
things? Ultimately it’s a political question. You 
have to turn everything political, even if it’s a 
character you are diametrically opposed to.”

Director Dustin Lance 
Black wants a new take 
on LGBTQ equality

What comes after marriage for the LGBTQ 

rights movement? 

Dustin Lance Black has dedicated much of 
his work to addressing this question, both in 
and out of Hollywood. It’s part of the reason 
he joined Emmy-nominated “Orange Is the 
New Black” star Laverne Cox and Jason Col- 
lins, the first openly gay NBA player, Wednes- 
day at Chicago House’s sixth annual speaker 
series luncheon on “Gender, Race and Eco- 
nomic Diversity: A Discussion of Inclusivity 
and Equality beyond Marriage.” 

For Black, it’s a topic informed both by 
his achievements as an out, gay director and 
award-winning screenwriter of “Milk,” “Big 
Love” and “J. Edgar,” and his Southern, Mor- 
mon upbringing. 

“Families are important to me and a lot of 
young people growing up in the South, and 
right now for a young LBGT person in the 
South, in order to live as a first-class citizen in 
the U.S. and not a second-class citizen, they 
have to move. They have to leave, they have 
to go to the coasts,” he told RedEye ahead of 
Wednesday’s event. “For some young people 
that sounds great, but for many that means 
leaving their family leaving their friends, leav- 
ing the world that they love, and 
that’s not right.” 

Black pointed out how the 
lack of housing and employ- 
ment protections in many 
states creates a strange le- 
gal incongruity: A couple’s 
same-sex marriage might 
be recognized in some 
states, but, “if they take 
their wedding pictures and 
put them up at work, they 
can be legally fired.” ] 

Black also has advocated for 
the U.S. to grant asylum to LG- 
BTQ people abroad, in countries 
like Uganda or Russia that have 
restrictive, anti-gay laws, 
with “Uprising of 
Love,” a perfor- 
mance series 
borne of the 
controversy 
surrounding 
the Sochi 
Olympics and 



Russia’s anti-gay policies. 

Closer to home, Black would like to see 
more LGBT representation in TV writers’ 
rooms, especially as more shows add LGBT 
characters and take on topics of gender repre- 
sentation and sexuality 

“In order to have these stories and charac- 
ters ring true and be as specific and real as het- 
erosexual folks, you need to have more LGBT 
writers and writers in diversity in those rooms,” 
he said. “God bless all the white, male writers 
who have been in the rooms over the decades, 
but they really won’t have the experience to 
write some of those characters accurately” 

But for better or worse, marriage equality 
has turned into wedding fever in many places, 
Black said, and he isn’t immune. 

‘A lot of people keep asking me all the time if 
I’m going to get married. I don’t know yet, but 
I’d like to,” he said. “I grew up Mormon, man, 
I’m not actively Mormon now; but you can’t 
take the Utah out of the boy” 

As for the people in the U.S. who would like 
to see marriage equality laws repealed, Black 
said he’d just like to soothe their worries. 

“I feel like I just want to give them a big hug 
and say ‘Hey we don’t want to break anything,’ ” 
he said. “We’re just going to sell a lot more ice 
sculptures and wedding cakes, and it’s going to 
be all right.” 

Black would like to have children someday 
he said, and after that happens he is en- 
visioning his family taking a big road 
trip together— one where his family’s 
rights would be recognized wher- 
ever he chooses to go. 

“If you do a cross-country 
trip with your kids and your 
spouse, as you cross state lines 
you go from married to not 
married, married, not married, 
, _ equal, not equal,” he said. “It’s 
very interesting in terms of how 
you’re protected and perceived 
in this country It’s like driving 
across a checkerboard, and 
that would have to change.”

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Luke Evans sinks his teeth 
into ‘Untold’ origin story

Welsh actor Luke Evans has a penchant 
for larger-than-life characters. He’s twice 
played Greek gods— Apollo in “Clash of 
the Titans,” Zeus in “Immortals”— and he’s 
portrayed literary icons— Aramis in the most 
recent big-screen adaptation of “The Three 
Musketeers,” and the brave human Bard 
the Bowman in the second and upcoming 
“Hobbit” movies. 

For his first real leading-man turn in a 
Hollywood epic, he’s revisiting legends and 
literature in a new way, tackling his biggest 
character yet. In “Dracula Untold,” he plays 
Vlad Tepes, the fearsome Eastern European 
warrior known for impaling his enemies. The 
character famously served as a key inspiration 
for Bram Stoker’s aristocratic vampire, but 
the big-budget film that arrives in theaters 
Friday transports Dracula from Victorian 
England to the 15th century and sets out 
to present a more complex portrait of the 
bloodthirsty prince. 

“We’re almost turning the monster on 
its head in a way and allowing people to see 
Dracula in a different light,” Evans said on the 
Belfast set of the film last year. “When you 
think of the word ‘Dracula,’ you think of this 
pale-faced, fanged man floating through an 
ancient house on top of a mountain. We are 
trying to slightly pull away from that and give 
it that punch of reality” 

For his Dracula, Evans was pleased to 
deviate from the usual script and dive into 
historical research about Vlad Tepes — and 
he was excited to bring more personality 
to a legendary figure remembered almost 
exclusively for sadism on the battlefield. 

“There’s lots of contrasting stories about 
how dark he was, how vicious he was, how 



bloodthirsty he was,” Evans said. “But then in 
the same breath, you hear about how great a 
leader he was and how loved by his people he 
was and respected by his enemies. Even on his 
tombstone in Romania, it says he was respected 
by his enemies. ... When you take those things 
into account, you think, ‘Well, as much as he’s 
remembered for impaling thousands of people 
on poles in a field, there was much more to the 
man.’ ” His studious approach was born out of 
his work in the theater. 

Evans, 35, began acting professionally on the 
London stage and had worked successfully for 
about a decade before landing his first studio 
feature, the remake of “Clash of the Titans,” 
which in turn led to other outsized parts in 
subsequent Hollywood productions.

HUSBAND-AND-WIFE DUO BEHIND RIGHT BEE CIDER BRING A LABOR OF LOVE TO CHICAGO TAPS 

S ome guys order flowers to win over a crush, or they cook dinner from scratch. 

Charlie Davis made apple cider. 

What started as a DI Y project to impress a friend eventually became a business, 
and that friend, Katie Morgan, eventually became his wife and the cidery’s co-own- 
er. The seed of Right Bee Cider (Get it? Right beside her? Awww.) was planted on 
a snowy night in 2012 when Davis trudged home from Tony’s Finer Food on Elston 
Avenue carrying a few jugs of apple juice, which he pitched with distilling yeast and 
then sweetened to make cider for Morgan’s birthday 


“I was really surprised when I saw that he 
had made it for me,” Morgan said. “In the 
back of my mind, I was like ‘Crap, I have to 
act like I like this because it’s so nice that he 
did that for me.’ Not that I doubted his skill, 
but I really was so pleasantly surprised. It was 
perfect. It was sweet but not too sweet; it was 
carbonated perfectly. It was exactly how I 
prefer cider to be.” 

During the two years following that first 
batch of hard apple cider, the couple discussed 


turning that recipe into a commercially avail- 
able product. Davis is a professional brewer 
who now works for Vice District Brewing in 
the South Loop, so he knew he had the back- 
ground to make it happen. Despite being busy 
planning their wedding earlier this year, Davis 
and Morgan, who live in Sauganash, thought 
the time was right to turn Right Bee in real- 
ity Now, their first commercial batch sits in 
fermentation tanks, ready for kegging and de- 
livery to bars this week.

Davis and Morgan are the 
newest addition to a rela- 
tively recent wave of Midwest 
cider makers that are reviving 
the region’s history of apple cider 
production. Michigan’s Virtue Cider, 

Vander Mill Cider and Long Grove’s Prima 
Cider all began making cider within the past 
decade, part of a larger cider industry that’s 
seen double-digit sales growth for the past 
few years. 

But unlike other Midwest cider producers, 
Right Bee is a thoroughly urban operation. 
Its apple juice arrives already pressed from a 
mill in Pennsylvania, while some other cider 
makers extract juice from apples grown in 
nearby orchards. Walk up to Virtue Cider’s 
Fennville, Mich, headquarters, for example, 
and you’ll park outside a barn where red and 
green apples overflow from their crates and 
a rogue cat explores the premises. Drive to 
Right Bee’s building, 
and you’ll park in a 
Lincolnwood indus- 
trial complex outside 
a low-slung warehouse 
with a sign that reads 
“House of Cans.” 

It’s a building that 
houses the can distri- 
bution business that 
Davis’ family owns, 
and it’s where Right 
Bee has made its 
home. “My landlords 
are pretty cool— we’ll 
put it that way” Davis 
said, laughing. 

The actual cider- 
making takes place in 
two rooms: a fermen- 
tation room that oc- 
cupies a former office and a completely refrig- 
erated 9 -by- 9 -foot cooler abutting the back 
of the warehouse. The second room, which 
barely has space for two square aging tanks 
and a silver, oval-shaped brite tank for car- 
bonation and chilling (“The Submarine,” as 
Morgan has nicknamed it), is cooled to a jack-

et-necessitating 35 degrees, 
and is where the cider goes 
through secondary fermenta- 
tion before it is back-sweetened 
and transferred to kegs. Despite 
the relatively small scale of the opera- 
tion— the brite tank can hold about 30 kegs of 
cider— it’s a huge time commitment for Davis 
and Morgan, who both have other jobs. 

“We both wear a lot of hats,” Morgan said. 
“It’s only the two of us. Most of the physical 
labor, I’d like to think I can do but I can’t, so 
ultimately for the physical process of cider- 
making, it’s all Charlie.” The work can be in- 
tensely physical— lifting and dragging boxes 
of raw juice the size of desks, tipping huge 
tanks that contain multiple kegs’ worth of 
cider— but that’s where Morgan’s other job 
as a nurse comes in handy “I think we have a 
good relationship. After a long nursing shift, 
a good cider is ideal and then after a long day 
in the cidery, some- 
times {Charlie} needs 
a nurse.” 

While Davis at- 
tends to the cider 
making, Morgan 
handles many of the 
other duties involved 
in Right Bee: paint- 
ing the yellow tap 
handles, answering 
emails, updating so- 
cial media. They hope 
their combined pas- 
sion for their cider 
encourages Chicago- 
ans— even skeptical 
cider drinkers — to try 
Right Bee. 

“The really exciting 
thing about being in- 
volved in the rebirth and resurgence of Amer- 
ican ciders is that there’s a variety of styles. 
People who didn’t enjoy their first cider, we 
hope they enjoy ours,” Morgan said. “Look for 
the bright yellow tap handle that resembles a 
bee; that’s where the good stuff is.”

HBO to offer stand-alone streaming service

For years, HBO sold its premium program- 
ming with the slogan, “It’s Not TV It’s HBO.” 
Beginning next year, it’s not necessarily cable 
either. 

In a move that further disrupts the pay-TV 
ecosystem, HBO announced Wednesday that 
the network plans to offer its programming 
as a stand-alone digital streaming service in 
2015. The delivery method, known as “over 
the top,” bypasses cable and satellite provid- 
ers and opens up the Time Warner-owned net- 
work to the growing ranks of consumers who 
have cut the cable cord. 

“That is a large and growing opportunity 
that should no longer be left untapped,” Rich- 
ard Plepler, chairman and chief executive of- 
ficer of HBO, said at a Time Warner investor 
meeting. “It is time to remove all barriers to 
those who want HBO.” 

HBO has some 31 million subscribers who 
access its slate of original programs and mov- 
ies through cable and satellite providers. The 
new service would target some 10 million 



broadband-only users who consume their 
video online through services such as Netflix, 
Hulu and YouTube. 

Nearly half of broadband-only users already 
subscribe to a digital streaming service. The 
power of so-called cord cutters is pushing con- 
tent providers such as HBO to adapt delivery 
methods, according toTony Wible, senior me- 
dia analyst at Janney Montgomery Scott. 

“There’s a high prevalence of cord-cutting, 
more so in the younger demographic, which 
is eventually going to become the i8-to-49 


demographic over a period of time,” Wible 
said. “At the end the day the guys that have the 
best content like HBO and ESPN can get a 
lot more leverage out of that content through 
digital.” 

The network said the new service would re- 
semble HBO GO, a streaming platform that 
offers HBO shows such as “Game ofThrones” 
and “Girls” on demand for cable and satellite 
subscribers. The new service would cut out 
the cable middleman by offering shows di- 
rectly 

“We will work with our current partners. 
And, we will explore models with new part- 
ners,” Plepler said. ‘All in, there are 80 million 
homes that do not have HBO and we will use 
all means at our disposal to go after them.” 

HBO charges subscribers $13 to $15 per 
month, a fee it splits with cable or satellite 
providers. The new stand-alone service will 
not undercut the cable companies in price, ac- 
cording to sources, but HBO keeps all of the 
proceeds. 

On the heels of the HBO announcement,

rival CBS -owned Showtime issued a state- 
ment Wednesday indicating they are consid- 
ering their own stand-alone digital service. 

“We are always looking at ways of expand- 
ing our audience and it is certainly something 
that we have been examining for some time,” 
the network said. “The subscription model is 
ideally positioned to take advantage of devel- 
oping technologies in the consumer market- 
place.”

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Chelsea Handler ready to twist 
the talk show with Netf lix gig

Chelsea Handler won’t be starting her talk 
show on Netflix until 2016. 

But her fans won’t have to wait that long 
to get a glimpse of what her new show might 
be like. Starting early next year, Handler will 
be doing a series of specials for the streaming 
service. And she wants to break all sorts of 
rules. 

“It’s nice to feel like I’m going to be 
challenged, like I’m going to be doing stuff 
that is really interesting to me,” Handler said. 
“I have kind of the whole landscape ahead of 
me that I haven’t tapped into, so I feel like 
this is kind of a new career for me almost.” 

It wasn’t quite so groundbreaking Friday, 
when Handler premiered a 71-minute comedy 
special based on her Uganda Be Kidding Me 
stand-up tour. The special, based on her fifth 
book of the same name, brings to Netflix the 
kind of edgy comedy that HBO long has had 
a grip on. 

Handler’s signature not-safe-for-work style 
will riff on flirting with safari guides, toilet 
mishaps and how her dogs fly on private 
jets. It’s the sort of crass humor fans were 
accustomed to on “Chelsea Lately” which 
ended a seven-year run on E! in August. 

The format of her new Netflix show has 
been much talked about since news of the deal 
broke this summer. Talk shows are generally 
topical and feature guests who promote 
upcoming projects. A talk show on Netflix, 
where users don’t follow a schedule and 
stream whenever they like, brings an entirely 
new set of challenges in breaking through the 
already cluttered field. 

This is also Handler’s chance to distance 
herself from the format of “Chelsea Lately” 
which banked on gossip and celebrity 



interviews to get laughs. She had grown very 
open in taking jabs at E! management for 
having no direction or creativity While on 
Howard Stern’s radio show in March, Handler 
called E! a “sad, sad place to live.” 

“Chelsea Lately” certainly wasn’t a ratings 
powerhouse in the late-night wars, but she 
held her own early on, pulling in nearly a 
million viewers a night as recently as 2011. 
The numbers hovered around 600,000 near 
the end. Even still, she was the only woman 
with her own show in the male-dominated 
late-night TV landscape. (She said she 
suggested to E! that they replace her with 
another comedian. “But I don’t think they 
really wanted my advice.”) 

Her new bosses, at least, seem to want the 
same things she does. Ted Sarandos, chief 
content officer at Netflix, said the specials 
will serve as a Handler resetting. 

“What I love about this plan of having 
her comedy specials come out and then her 
docu-comedy specials coming up, is it gives 
the audience a chance to reconnect with her 
pure brand,” Sarandos said. “I think she is an 
incredibly unique voice in American comedy.”
